Why has so unusual a proceeding as 
this been adopted? It is evident 
that these communications, and their 
being made public, could have been 
done for no other purpose than to 
embarrass end injure the Miller com- 
pany. and to prejudice the public. 

“The Miller company has caused the 
investment of millions of dollars in 
the south, and especially in Georgia 
and Florida. Many of our largest 
buildings have been erected by money 
furnished through this company’s in- 
strumentality. It is at this time uni- 
versally conceded that one of our 
greatest needs is the investment of 
Capital in our midst and that every 
invitation and encouragement ought 
to be offered those who have money 
to be used in a constructive war. 

The petition filed by the attorney 
general attempts to set up certain 
alleged fraduent transactions on the 
part of the contractor. the architect, 
the owner and the Miller company. 
The Miller company bereby states

“The only notice which we have re- 
ceived from the securities commission 
was received today, May 30. and the 
same bears date May 29. In this 
notiee, we are cited to appear before 
the commission on June 4, and to 
show cause why our license should 
not be revoked for the reasons stated, 
which are in substance the reasons 
stated in the petition filed in court. 
The only previous knowledze which 
the Miller company had ever had of 
the pendency of these charges was a 
letter written to one of its counsel, 
asking that it. give information as to 
certain matters therein contained, 
which the Miller company was pro- 
ceeding to get up data upon when 
these charges contained in the court 
petition burst into the pnblic press. 

“We are ready and willing to meet 
these charges on June or at any 
other time the commission desires to 
hear them. 

License Suspension Unlawful. 

“Under the law creating the securi- 
ties commission, it has no right what- 
ever to suspend the license of the 
Miller company, or any other li- 
censed dealer in bonds. -The law cre- 
ating this commission is contained in 
the acts of 1920, as amended by the 
acts of 1922. It gives the securities 
commission no authority whatever 
over persons selling bonds, except the 
authority to grant licenses, and to 
revoke licenses after hearing and serv- 
ice upon cause shown. No license 
can be revoked except on five days’ 
notice of public hearing, and then an 
appeal is allowed to the superior 
court. ‘There is not a line in any 
of these acts which gives the securi- 
ties commission of the state of Gevr- 
gia any sort of authority over per- 
sons selling bonds, except the revoca- 
tion of license and granting of license, 
as just stated.

For Polar Crews 


Amundsen Probably on 
Way to Cape Columbia 
If Two Planes Have 
Been Smashed. 
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Members of Convoy De- 
termined To. Obey Or- 
ders and Wait for Fur- 
ther Developments.

ance.) 

King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, (By Radio 
From Steamer Iurm), May 30.— 
Speculation among us on the Farm at 
last turns upon the contingency of 
mishap or disaster to the Amundsen 
expedition. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that hope of the return of the 
Polar explorers in one or even both of 
the planes has been discarded. g 

Qur faith in Amundsen’s pilots, and 
the consistent fairness of the weather, 
keeps that hope alive. Until the 14 
days stipulated by Amundsen for us 
to wait here for the party’s return 
by air has expired, we shall continue 
io expect the planes. Meanwhile we 
must simply fulfill Amundsen’s in- 
structions, wait here through next 
Thursday and then steam 20 miles 
north to patrol the ice barrier, the 
Hobby eastward and the Farm west- 
ward for the subsequent four weeks. 

Can’t Go Further North. 

Further north we cannot go now. 
No one believes there is much chance 
of the planes returning after two 
weeks have elapsed or picking up the 
explorers afoot anywhere along the 
ice barrier. Yet we must-obey: Amund- 
sen’s order, as he is perhaps depending 
upon his knowledge of our where- 
abouts. <Any attempt to rescue the 
expedition over the ice due north, 
with dogs and sleds is impossible. We 
have no dogs or equipment. The only 
available dogs are three aged mala- 
mutes at. King’s Bayy long past their 
prime. 

If the planes have been deserted 
through catastrophe, and if the fliers 
are alive, they are probably already 
on their way to Cape Columbia, re- 
tracing Peary’s north pole route. 

They Uave Fair Chance. 

Kren afoot the explorers stand a 
fair chance of salvation, we believe. 
They are: fortunate in Amundsen’s 
leadership and in tlfe youth and 
strength of the other five. Everyone 
has’ skis and all are accustomed to 
us‘'ng them excepting Ellsworth, who 
ucquired some facility with them at 
King’s Bay. ‘The party has sleds ca- 
pable of carrying warm clothes, guns 
and ammunition, tents and even pneu- 
matic life preservers, should the party 
suffer a sudden crash through ice. 
They have: food to the extent of two 
pounds daily per man, consisting of 
pemmican and concentrated — suet, 
chocolate and malted milk. This 
nrobébly would be sufficient to last 
the party until they are beyond the 
polar are. ‘hen they could live off 
the land, shooting seals, bears and 
birds. 

The distance from the pole to Cape 
Columbia is approximately 500 miles. 
Peary covered this distance at a rate 
of 12 miles a day. Amundsen should 
do better, because he is traveling lizh: 
and making a one-way trip. In four 
ta six weeks he might reach Cape Co- 
lumbia. 

Columbia Has Food Supplies. 

There is a food and fuel depot at 
Columbia, established by Gottfried 
Hansen, Danish ‘naval commander. 
From Cape Columbia, according to, 
the plan ouilined by Amundsen be- 
fore departure, he would proceed ta 
Fort Conger, where there is another 
depot. Amundsen wintered there in 
1900, 

If delayed en route, he could win- 
ter at Conger and then push down to 
Etah or Cape Atholl, on the west coast

England, France, Italy 
and Germany Form 
Combine To Oust “Red” 
Agitators. 


BY CHARLES M. McCANN. 

London, May 30.—Coincident with 
the opening in Glasgow today of the 
international communist congreas, 
it was stated authoritatively in Lon- 
don that England, France, Italy and 
Germany were agreed on a united 
imternational offensive against ecoir- 
munist agitators in their respective 
countries, 

It was reported, too, that the Unit- 
ed States had agreed to cooperate in 
the exchange of information on com- 
munist activities and that the Amer- 
ican secret service would aid in 
keeping a check on international 
raditals. 

England Staris Drive. 

England’s drive against the com- 
munists already has.started. The 
government today took steps to rid 
the country of undesirable aliens and 
to tighten the _ restrictions under 
which they enter the British Isles. 
Several foreigners, including a num- 
ber of hotel managers who have 
been resident here for years, have 
been ordered to leave the country in 
ten days’ time. The reason given for 
their expulsion is their failure 
with the regulations which 


fre impcsed on all foreigners, in- 
eluding Americans. 

The government, it is announced, 
intends to comb London and expel 
all aliens who have neglected the 
registration laws. Orders have been 
issued at the seaports against aid- 
mitting suspicious aliens. 

France’s campaign has been start- 
ed with the decision to eject GSO rep- 
resentatives of Russian trade or- 
ganizations. Germany and Italy are 
understood to be preparing similar 
measures against agitators.’ 


Communist Undaunted. 


While the “anti-red” drive was 
getting under way, 200 delegates at- 
tended the opening of the communist 
congress at Glasgow. Harry Pollitt, 
an English communist leader who re- 
cently was kidnaped by. the British 
fascisti, presided over the meeting.

munists in England. 

“We will not cease our activities,” 
Pollitt told the convention, “until we 
have smashed every vestige of the 
capitalistic machine. We will con- 
fiscate capital without compensation 
and give it to the workers.” 

Pollitt. cautioned the visiting com- 
munists against permitting the local 
fascisti to break up their meetings. 
Before the session opened, however. 
two men had secretly entered the 
hall and sprayed the floors with 
liquified gas, besides planting a few 
stink bombs.

Appeal Is Sounded 


By Traffic Leaders 
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ecainvel Authorities Blame 
Laxity in Enforcement 
for Accidents.

The police are most to blame for 
the appalling total of human lives 
wrecked by the automobile every year. 

That statement came from General 


simedley D. Butler, the fighting ma- 
rine, who for the last year has been 
“cleaning up” the city of Philadel- 
phia. 

The police have taken an oath to 
arrest any violator .of*the traffic 
Ixws, Genera! Butler went on to say, 
and. public laxity toward law enforce- 
ment is no excuse for police laxity. 
New safety devices may help, wider 
streets mag do some good; more pub- 


"ic educatio, is bound to decrease aec- 
cidents, but what we need most is the 


enforcement of the laws we already 
have, 


General Butler, who is sometimes 
called the “Czar of the Quaker City,” 
was brought to Philadelphia to re- 
form the city’s police politics and 
probably knows more about the faults 
Amd merits of American police than 
any other man in the country. Lead- 
ing Philadelphians went to the presi- 
cent to secure his temporary loan 
from the marines, and for over a 
year, despite considerable opposition 
from the “old guard,” Butler has 
practically ruled Philadelphia. 


Butler Selected. 

Having been commissioned to make 
a study. of traffic problems in the 
leading cities of the country I select- 
ed General Butler as one of the fore- 
most authorities on public s@fety and 
went to him first. 

“How are we to prevent the tre- 
mendous number of traffic accidents 
occuring in this country every day?’ 

My first question brought from the 
director of public safety a scowl and 
this answer: 

“Young man, do you realize that 
vou are asking me a question which 
Tlerbert. Hoover with all his staff plus 
ih@ traffic commissioners of our lead- 
ing cities have spent a week or two 
debating, and have not yet answered? 

a do not like to pose as a traffic 
expert,” he con@inued after a sicnifi- 
eant pause, “hut I do know something 


about its diffienities and its expense 
ie the individual, the city and the na- 
tion. 

“Hoover estimates that the cost of 
aecidents last year alone ran up to 

$600,000.00, and Hoover's figures 
are usually pretiy accurate. 

“T’ve seen it worked out some- 
where,” the general went on, taking a 
sheet of figures from a file, “that 
this accident cost of more than a half 
billion dollars would be enough to

Atlanta in Traffic Law 
Regulations. 


La 


Gratifying strides have been taken 
in the last six months in Atlanta in 
improving traffic conditions, and with 
passage of ordinances throwing ad- 
ditional safeguards around congested 
centers and exactng certain require- 
ments from drivers before they are al- 
lowed to run automobiles on the 
streets, more progress will be made, 
according to Mayor Walter A. Sims, 

Mayor Sims approves in the main the 
position taken onthe traffic problem 
by General Smedley D. Butler, head 
of the Philadelphia police department, 
but disagrees with General Butler’s 
contention that the police department 
is to blame for the heavy death toll 
taken in automobile accidents. 

“In the main, General Butler's 


statement that the problem of reducing 
the death toll from automobile acci- 
dents is a complex one and one that 
will require keen minds to analyze,” 
Mayor Sims said Saturday. “In At- 
Janta, however, the cause of the great- 
er portion of the accidents is incompe- 
tency of drivers.” 

Mayor Sims said this incompetency 
comes under. several heads. 

“Under this head can be placed in- 
experienced drivers, youthful drivers, 
intoxicated drivers, careless drivers 
and vicious drivers,” he pointed out. 
“We are now working on a plan to 
license automobile drivers and réquire 
them to pass a certain examination as 
to their qualifications before being per- 
mitted to operate cars on the streets 
of Atlanta, and I think this will bring 
about striking improvements.” 

Strong Handicaps. 

Mayor Sims stated that traffic dif- 
ficulties in Atlanta are greater than 
in many other cities of the same size. 

“This is due to the way the streets 
are laid out and to thé fact that in the 
heart of the downtown district many 
of our strects come together at one 
single point, making the problem more 
difficult than where there are ordinary 
street. intersections at right angles.” 

Atlanta’s percentage of automobile 
accidents has heen reduced in the last 
six months, according to the mayor, 
who declared that Atlanta’s percent- 
aze per capita is lower than nearly 
all the other cities of the same popu- 
lation, although the traffie problem 
here is harder to solve. 

“This shows that the police are not 
to blame for all the accidents that 
happen,” he said. “Of course, traf- 
fic laws should be enforced properly 
if the best results cre to obtain. Where 
there is laxity is: enforeement, there is 
corresponding laxity in observance.

“Automobile owners themselves 
should cooperate to the limit in ob- 
serving . all traffic regulations at all 
times. The fact that some drivers

devoted his address to the problem 
of restoring the virility of the state 
and local govetoments. 


When the Civil war settled for all 
time, in the negative, the right of a 
state to secede, a tendency developed 
te concentrate all authority in the 
federal government. It was against 
this tendency that the president level- 
ed his attack in one of the most un- 
usual Memorial say addresses ever 
made. 

If the states fail to exercise their 
responsibilities, the federal govern- 
ment must, the president said. He 
strongly intimated concern at the lax- 
ity of divorce laws in some states, and 
the tendency of some states to grant 
valuable tax exemptions, Though he 
did not mention Florida, that state's 
repeal of all local income tax Jaws 
presumably was dne example in mind. 

Hits Divorce Inequalitise. 

“So long as some can go to a dis- 
tant state for divorces, which others 
are denied at home, there is no equl- 
ity in this regard,” the president 
said. “When some states grant val- 
unable exemptions from _ taxation, 
which other states impgse. one person 
may enjoy while another is denied 
these benefits.” 

Then he recalled the history of pro- 
hibition to show the condition such a 
atate of affairs may create 

“A few years ago, a majority of 
the states had adopted prohibition or 
rigid restrictions on the traffic in in- 
toxicating liquor,” he said. “But other 
states did not cooperate in advancing 
this policy, and ultimately by  na- 
tional action it was extended to all 
the union. By failing to meet the 
requirements of a national demand, 
the states became deprived of the 
power to act. 

Puts Blame on States. 

“Tf questions which the states will 

not fairly setile on their own Ae 


count shall have to be settled for 
them by federal authority, it will 
only be because some states will have 
refused to discharge ‘obvious duties 
Without doubt, the reason for increas- 
ing demands on the federal govern- 
ment is that the states have not 
discharged their full duties. Some 
have done better and some worse.

But as a whole, they have not done 
all they should.” 

The president also remarked that 
better, prompter, less irksome and ex- 
pensive administration of the laws is 
needed. "s 

“The police force, which is adminis- 
tered on the assumption that the vio- 
lation of some laws may be ignore:

President Coolidge declared. “The 
community which approves such, ad- 
ministration is making dangerous con- 
ceasions. There is no disguising the 
fact that as a nation our attitude to- 
ward the prevention and punishment 
of crime needs 
tion.” 


Murder Rate Is High. 


He said that in proportion to pOp- | 
ulation, we have eight times as many 
murders as Great Britain and five 
times as many as Ffance. 

“Murder rarely goes unpunished in 
Britain or France: here -the reverse 
is true.” he said. Burglaries are far 
more frequent here than in England 
and punishment is far less frequent, 
he added. 

“Tt ig senseless to boast of our lib- 
erty when we find that to so shocking 
an extent it is merely the liberty to co 
ill-zoverned. It is time to take warn- 
ing that neither the liberties we prize 
nor the system under which we claim 
them are safe while such conditions 
exist. 

“We must be frank with ourselves. 
We ought to be our own harshest 
critics,”

Washington, May 30.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Assistant Secretary 
Andrews, of the treasury, back at his 
desk today, sees in the recently ne- 
gotiated treaty with Mexico intportant 
aids to Mexican stabilit 
ican law enforcement.

To Aid Understandings. 

Mr. Andrews, who was chairman of 
the joint conference with Mexico, de- 
nounced those “certain elements” as a 
blot on American life. 

Mr. Andrews feels eertain that the 
new treaty will serve to promote a 
better understanding between the two 
nations and that it will cement the 
feeling of cordiality and friendship. 
It should prove convincing to Mexico, 
he said, that the United States is 
ready to support the cause of consti- 
tutionak government for its neighbor 
republic and therefore “Shonld _bé@ a 
moral support to the responsible au- 
thorities there. 

Honesty Is Indicated. 

“And | am proud to say to the 
American peonle,” Mr. Andrews con- 
tinued, “that we were shown every ev- 
idence of honesty by the Mexican del- 
egation and we were convinced by the 
sincerity of purpose of the commission 
with which we dealt that the Mexi- 
can people are striving and sueceed- 
ing in the building of a republic that 
will last.”

SEURET OF RADIATION 


Los Angeles, May 30.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Probing the in- 


finitesimal interior of an atom in 
Pasadena may selve the secrets of 
huge stars shining billions of miles 
aWey, according to Dr. Robert A, 
Milltkan, Nobel prize winner and in- 
ternationaly known physicist. 

With the aid of a discovery made 
in electronic research some ten years 
ago, Dr, Millikam explained, he and 
an associate, I, 8S. Bowen, have been 
able to predict within the past year 
precisely the type of light-waves 
which would be emitted by atoms 
which had been stripped of their 
whole outer group of socalled valence 
electrons. 

“We have found experimentally,” 
he added, “in special sources of light 
set up in the laboratory precisely all 
these types of ra‘liations, hundreds in 
number. 

“By finding whether these radia- 
tions exist in the light that comes 
to us from the stars we now can gain 
information about conditions existing 
in these stars and compare them with 
conditions existing in- ovr artificial 
courses. We can tell with certainty, 
for example, whether the atoms which 
give rise to a certain type of radia- 
tion (that is, a given set of spectral 
lines) have had one or two or three 
or four or five or six or seven of 
their outer electrons stripped off from 
them by extreme temperature condi- 
tions.” 

All of these laboratory researches 
into the mysterious of light rays from 
atoms, Dr. Millikan went on to say, 
strike at the very heart of what is 
perhaps the most fundamental prob- 
lem of the physical world. namely the 
nature of radiation itself and how it 
is that energy can be projected 
through space from an atom in the 
stm to.another atom in our earth. .

PUT BLAME ON LAXITY

that’s practically: the equivalent’ of 
the damage done by our automobiles.” 

“Aside from accidents how imuch 
do traffic delays and other traffic 
problems cost the nation?’ I asked, 

“t have no figures on that, but I 
Know one stretch of congested high- 
way between New York and Eliza- 
veth where traffic is held up for 
Iung intervals, and where if you reck- 
cn a waste of one dollar for every 
acur of delay. there is an annual loss 
of $20,000,000. Since motor trucks 
are operatei at a cost of about $25 
a day, an estimated loss of a dollar 
an hour seems most conservative. 

Loss of Life. 

“Then there is the loss of life, 
which neitaer Mr. Hoover nor any- 
one else can measure in dollars and 
cents. Automobiles kill twenty-twv 
people every 24 huurs. That, in my 
opinion, is a national crime. Imagine 
it! One-half million people injured 
by automobiles every year! And in 
the last six years the accident toll 
bas increased by 80 per cent.” 

“Who is chiefly to blame for this 
‘motor crime?” I asked. 

“We are all to blame. The public 
is usually half asleep and doesn’t 
wake up until some series of dreadful 
accidents occur. Then after a. short 
campaign against motor crime the 
zublic goes to sleep ayain. 

“The pedestrian is frequently to 
blame. He loses his head or is care- 
iess. The driver usually gets most 
of the blame, and as a rule he de- 
serves it. But I think most of all 
the police ere to blame.* 

New York Growth Seen. 

“Accord:nz to the genera] director 
of New York’s regional city plan, 
that city iz going to hold about 20.- 
000.000 people in the next hundred 
years. It will exrend for about 50 
or 75 miles and will be about half a 
mile high. One of his colleagues pre- 
dicts that within the next fifty years 
automobile traffic will have entirely 
disappeared from the surface streets, 
and will be operated entirely through 
tunnels. That ought to prevent acci- 
‘ents. But I can’t see people get- 
ting much kick out of touring. The 
surface streets, according to this 


} prophet, wili be reserved for pedes- 


trians. Als» there will be horizon- 
tally moving rooms, and oscillating 
balconies, while people will be shot 
through tubes a distance of 50 miles 
in 30 minutes, like mail through 
pneumatic tubes”

SURVIVOR OF HISTORIC

Conway Springs, Kan., May 30.—

A serious situation has been created 
in the Atlanta renting world by the 
alleged fact that a number of apart- 
ment tenants have taken advantge of 
opportunities presented to repudiate 
lease contracts on apartment units. 
Remedies are being sought to prevent 
further losses by the real estate and 
renting agencies, it was stated by of- 
ficials of the real estate board. 

An article appearing in the “Real- 
tors News,” the official organ of the 
real estate body here, states that the 
above eondition exists in Atlanta. “It 
has been called to the attention of the 
rental committee,” said the writer, 
“that most of the renting agents ate 
having trouble on account of the 
breaking of apartment-house leases by 
tenants. After an investigation it is 
found that as a rule the people wha 
break such leases are irresponsible 
and the agent is afforded no protection 
or redress when it comes to enforcing 


| his claims. 


The matter has been brought to the 
attention of the Atlanta Real Estate 
board and has been referred to the 
renting committee, which wil] doubt- 
less take steps to remedy this serious 
infringement upon the rights of the 
realtor who has acted in good faith in 
making the lease contracts, and of the 
owners of the property.

‘June S$ looks like the big fighting date ‘of this summer season, 
Gene Tunney and Tom Gibbons meet that day at the Polo grounds, 
New York City, and if the fight is as sensational as it promises to be 
the winner’ will probably be matched to fight Jack Dempsey for the. 


world’s heavyweight title. 

There is a contrast between Tun- 
ney and Gibbons. yet they aré well- 
matched. Tunney is a youngster, 27 
years of ace. Gibbons is a veteran 
nine years older than Tunney, and 
passing the age of ring effectiveness, 
although, as yet. he has shown no 
sign of slowing up or losing his punch. 

When Tom Gibbons was a boxing 
instructor in a western army camp 
during the war, Tunney was in active 
service, and just learning how to put 
up his hands. He was in the ma- 
rines, where you have to be a fighter. 
Tunney won tke Ilight-heavyweight 
championship in the A. E. F.. where, 
among others, he beat Bob Martin and 
Ted Jamieson. After the war Tun- 
ney returned to New York. He was 
born in Greenwich Village, and is one 
of the few native New Yorkers who 
have won championships. Tunney’s 
name, by the way. isn't “Gene.” It is 
Jhmes J. Tunney. He takes that as a 
good omen because one of the world’s 
greatest fighters, Jeffries, was an- 
other James J. 

Began Breaking Hands. 

Starting as a professional boxer 
after leaving the, marines, Tunney 
showed a corking’ knockout punch, 


but began breaking his hands. which | 


are rather small for fighting. Like 
old Bob Fitzsimmons, he hit with such 


terrific power that something had to 
crack, .and usually it was a_ hand. 
Billy Gibson, his manager, sent him to 
the Maine woods to spend a whole 
winter working as a _ lumber-jack. 
That. developed his hands and _ he 
hasn’t had any trouble with them 
since. His crashing knockout punch 
has returned, as shown in the fights 
with Spalla and Carpentier. 

Tunney is over six feet tall, per- 
fectly proportioned for fighting, has 
an aggressive jaw, but has been train- 
ed and coached to box for openings 
and take them when they come, like 
an -old-timer. He isn’t afraid of a 
punch He didn’t cover up as Gib- 
bons did a few months before. when 
fichting Carpentier. but let the 
Frenchman land his flashy right and 
then pasted him out of the pi¢ture 
with body blows. Extreme ° caution 
isn’t a part of Tunney’s boxinz 
scheme. He likes to take a chance. 
When he fought Spalla, the big Ital- 
ian champion of Europe was thought 
to be rugged enough to fight any 
heavyweight in this country. In the 
seventh round Gene feinted Spalla 
into leaving an opening. and hooked 
him over the eye so hard that Spalla 
looked as if somebody had hit him 
with a baseball bat. In a moment 
Snalla was so badly beaten that the 
fight had to be stopped. 

Tunney beat Carpenter. and fin- 
ished him with clean body blows. He 
knocked out Charlie Weinertt. now 
matched to fight Harry Wills. in 
four rounds. According to this dope. 
Wills is taking on a soft one, al- 
thought Charlie did outpoint Firpo 9 
few months ago. 

Lost to Greb, Then Beat Him. 

In 1922 Tunney lost the American 
licht-heayyweigbt title to Harry Greb 
15 Aria, oy, decision.. But he came 
back next year and easily heat Greb 
twice. to two 13-round decisions, win- 
ning hack the championship. 

Billy Gibson has been deliberately 
educating Tunney in boxing to send 
him after the heavyweight champion- 
ship. He yt sent Gene through 
a lot of fi but has kept him in 
trnining quartérs away from the city, 
with a set of trainers, down on the 
Jersey farm of a friend of Tunney’s 
There Gene dves his training out of 
doors and awav from crowds. 
‘Tunney has been growing steadily. 
He could not class as a heavyweight. 
Three weeks ago he weighed 185 
pounds stripped, which is twe pounds 
more than Dempsey weighed when he 
beat Willard at Toledo. And _ he 
wasn't fat. He never takes on fat 
because he never «vereats and never 
enes ant of training.

FORD'S TRADE SCHOOL 


Seven hundred boys in the most 
unique school in the world, during the 
year 1024 earned $400,000 for them- 
selves and manufactured $770,000 


worth of materials. That’s the re- 
markable record of the Henry Ford 
trade schoo] iu the eighth year of. its 
existence, 

The idea of such a school was con- 
ceived by Mr. Ford in°1916, and in 
October of that year it was organized 
and incorporated under the laws of 
Michigan as a private school. ‘The 
spur behind the act or Mr. Ford’s part 


| was a desire to furnish the opportuni- 


ty for boys to iearn qa trade; more 
especially beys whose cirsumstances 
make it imperative that they earn 
something toward their own support. 
And just how popular the school] has 
become may be judged from the fact 
that at the present time the faculty 
comprises fifty instructors, the pupils 
number more than 700, and there are 
more than 3,000 boys on the waiting 
list eager to be enrolled. 

Every six weeks. the instructors, 
under whom the students study and 
work, award inarks according to prog- 
ress made. ‘J‘hese reports determine 
the increase in the scholarship: which 
commences ‘at the modest sum of 
$7.20 a week when the boy is admit- 
ted to the scheol and grows to a max- 
imum of $18. The rapidity - with 
which the maximum is reached rests 
solely with the student. 

Then there is a thrift fund in which 
every student participates. It 
amounts to S2 a month and continues 
as long as the beneficigry is on the 
roster, providing he complies with one 
condition. This condition stipulates 
that each installment be placed in a 
bank and kept there until the deposi- 
tor graduates. Failure to comply 
with this requirement automatically 
ends participation in the fund for the 
delinquent one. 

The entrance age for the boy desir- 
ing to attend the school is between 12 


graduates at 18, providing he has been 
conscientious in his studies and work, 
he is master of a highly remunerative 
trade and can command a good job 
most anywhere. However, a major- 


'ity of the graduates are absorbed by 


the Ford Motor company, the young 
men preferring to work for the com- 
pany. 

The school worshop is in one of the 
buildings of tiie Highland Park plant 


of the Ford Motor company adjoining 


‘the school and is fitted with more 


than $500,000 worth of equipment and 
has 36,000 square feet of floor space. 
In this shop the boys put into practice 
the knowledged gained im the class- 
room. A variety of Ford parts are 
manufactured, all of which are bought 
by the Ford Motor company if they 
pass inspection. hen a boy has 
become proficient in this work he is 
placed in the tool department where 
he makes tools, jigs, dies and fixtures. 

The school curriculum includes Eng- 
lish. mechanical drawing, shop arith- 
metic, algebra, geometry, trigonome- 
try. physics, chemistry, qualitative 
analysis, quantitative analysis, metal- 
lurgy, metallozgraphy and civics; while 
shop classes ‘provide instruction in the 
operation of lathes, milling machines, 
grinders, shapers, and nickel plating. 
Also included in this part of the stu- 
dent’s education is a complete course 
in bench. die, gauge, carpenter shop, 
sheet metal, metal hardening, forge 
and foundry operation,

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New Oven at the Ford 
Plant Here Concludes 
Unique Experiment 


-_ 


A new baking oven for Ford bodies 
has been recently installed in the At- 
lanta plant of the Ford Motor com- 
pany and operations through the new 
equipment began last week: The oven 
affords a time-saving of approximate- 
ly eight hours in the construction of 
a Ford car, which is a cosniderable 
saving, and enables the Atlanta plant 
to compete in production with any 
other Ford branch in this part of :ne 
country. 

The oven is capable of turning ont 

bodies in eight bours and agzgre- 
gates a total cost of approximately 
$60,000. The oven proper is 107 feet 
long and 18 feet wide, and there are 
overhead monorails at each end, ex- 
tending about 75 feet, for carrying 
bodies’ on an endless conveyer while 
being sprayed, dripped and_ then 
through the oven. There are three 
lengthwise sections to the oven. After 
the body is hung on the conveyor, it 
is sprayed, allowed thirty minutes 
drip, and then goes through the first 
section for drying first coat. It is 
again sprayed after coming out of 
first section, allowed thirty minutes 
drip, and then passes through the ser- 
ond section; and. likewise for third 
eoat. After coming out of third sec- 
tion, it is earried by the same con- 
veyor to the trim line. The bodies 
stay in each section about 45 minutes 
and are under a heat of 350 degrees. 
This heat is furnished by three oil 
hurner heaters and is distributed uni- 
formly through the oven by fans. The 
entire spaee used in doing this job is 
under glass enclosure and absolutely 
free from dust and dirt particles.

With Long Life. 

An outstanding characteristic of 
custom-censtructed ariicles is extraor- 
dinary wearing qualities.. This is es- 
ser.tially so or the extra cost involved 
in made a order methods would not 
be justified. — ; 

A custom constructed body is so 
renforced with body sill rocker plates 
that the body unit alone may be sus- 
pended et four points, yet there is no 
strained etfect on the structure as 
evidenced by free opening and closing 
of doors. Furthermore doors are so 
fitted into openings that. there is 
enough clearance to insure free door 
action, and since the entire body 
frime is made-to stay-put regardless 
of road strain, the door fit remains 
practically constant and quiet 
throughout owner use. Naturally, 
hand-forged rugged hinges, incident- 
ally a definite mark of custom pro- 
cedure, have much to do with per- 
manence of door fit. It was the cus- 
tom builder who demonstrated the 
strength and durability of this de- 
sign, and for years fought against 
the ‘the weakness, both from the 
standpoints of hinge and door pillar, 
in the cemmon concealed Meg a 

Front Doors Open From t. 
Another definite indication of cus- 
tom practice ## the front door mount- 
ed to open from the front. Aside 
from the advantage of easy, natural 
entrance, this door arrangement elim- 
inates the pretrusion of front door 
hinges oeital on the front body nil- 
ar. It alse eliminates the condition 
of two door handles close to gether, as 
is the case where front doors swing 
forward and rear doors swing back- 
ward.

Mouldings Avoided. 

Obviously. all details selected. must 
carry out the effect of dignified good 
taste. In addition to the avoidance 
of horizontal mouldings alon the 
bodies may he kept smooth and even 
by making the body and door panels 
flush, not overlapping; joints may be 
covered by a rolled flange, discarding 
completely the applied door mould- 
ings. Similarly, the hood blends into 
the cowl. The designer is consistent- 
ly conforming with custom practice 
in open cars when he obtains an éf- 
fect where even the dvor handles do 
not project to mar the flowing lines. 
The custdn builder avoids the use of 
the moulding as a means of covering 
the upper and lower panels of a 
closed bodr, and employs instead the 
overlapping construction of the super- 
body, giving a rolled edge at the belt.

After 
many years of worship in this 
rude structure these good people de- 
cided to build them a more comfort- 
able church. This church was built 
by voluntary labor and the materials 
were contributed by these same loyal 
men. The Brush Arbor church was 
given to the negroes and still bears the 
name of Brush Arbor church. . This 
historical church has been very much 
improved in the pact few years an’ 
the many friends of Mount Pleasant 
chureh. who read these lines would he 
most happy to see tle improvements 
made on the chureh dnd on the

Korean Woman 
Delivers Talk. 


The Epworth league of the Trinity 
Methodist church had the privilege oa 
last Sunday evening of hearing a 
most interesting talk on Korea froin 
a native Korean woman, Mrs. Choi, 
of Kwang Ju, Korea. 

Mrs. Choi is studying in the junior 
class of Agnes Scott college in De- 
catur while her husband does some 
special work in the medical depart- 
ment of Emory university. 

This young native woman talked of 
the educational advantages in her own 
country today as compared with those 
of a few years ago and expressed her 
eratitude to American friends who 
had made missions possible. She said 
her entire country—but especially the 
women of Korea—were grateful for 
what, the missionaries had done *for 
them. She told how, when quite a 
small child, she so much desired an 
education that she was dressed as a 
boy and allowed to go to a_ boy's 
school for three years, disguised be- 
cause it was not thought proper for 
sirls to go to sehool in those days. 
Then she was. fortunate enough to 
come. in touch with a Presbyterian 
mission school at Chung Shing, Korea, 
and after six years’ study there she 
was the first graduate ever sent out 
by the school. Later she went to 
Japan where she attended a Presby- 
terian school for eight vears learning 
to teach and to do social service work 
among her own people. 

After returning to Korea from Ja- 
pan she met and married Dr. Choi 
and, as all Korean girs do, went to 
live with her mother-in-law in the 
capacity of daughter-in-law, of course, 
but really in the capacity of an wun- 
paid slave, acec\ding to the custom 
of that little country.. Mrs. Choi told 
how hard she worked day and night 
to live up to the duties of daughter- 
in-law and at the same time to con- 
tinne her social service work ‘until. 
finally, her mother-inlaw too became 
interested in her work and allowed 
her to come to America to complete 
her education. 

She talked most interestingly of the 
daily vacation schools in Korea and 
made the statement .that during the 
summer vaeation last year 20,000 chil- 
dren were taught to read and write. 
The girls from the mission school of 
which Mrs. Choi was a student en- 
listed as teachers in these summer 
schools and thongh the efforts of 
thése student teachers, 3.000 Korean 
children were tanght, each being told 
about Christ daily as he learned writ- 
ing and reading. So the students of 
the mission are real missionaries even 
before they themselves are craduated. 

Mrs. Choi hopes to carry back from 
America many things that will help 
her neonle. God grant that she mav 
not be disappointed in what she finds 
in studying America at close range.

WHERE GEORGIA LAGS. 

The civil war left a wake of pov- 
erty and desolation that necessi- 
tated the children of that day going 
to work instead of to school. Thé 
money that ordinarily would have 
gone to the building of schools had 
to be used for more pressing needs 
—the obtaining of food, the build- 
ing of homes, the reclaiming of 
farms, 

The consequence was that a gen- 
eration grew up in the south which 
had few advantages to obtain an 
education. The schools of that day 
were scarce and poor. 

It was in comparatively recent 
years that the south awakened to 
the fact that it was far behind the 
rest of the nation in the eduction 
of its children. Since then some of 
its states have done some great 
things toward recovering their lost 
, ground. 

The war was particularly hard on 
Georgia and left her even behind 
most or all of her sister states in 
impoverishment and desolation. And 
in Georgia the schools suffered as 
in the other states. Despite the 
facts that the oldest state university 
in the United States, the oldest char- 
tered women’s college in the world, | 
and other notable institutions were 
located within her borders, educa- 
tion languished in Georgia. Most of 
her children who went to school at 
all grew familiar with the old poorly- 
taught, poorly-equipped log school, 
with a three months’ term. The 
standards of education fell rapidly, 
illiteracy increased. The highly in- 
telligent, pure Anglo-Saxon stock of 
the state, a race that has made great 
progress through education, grew 
up too much in ignorance. Geor- 
gia, in the days after the war, lagged 
behind the south as the south lagged 
behind the nation. Great progress 
has been made since those old days, 
speaking comparatively, but Geor- 
gia had far to go, and she is still 
behind her sister states. 

A survey made by the Georgia 
citizens’ education movement dis- 
closes the appalling fact that Geor- 
gia is LAST in the southern states 
in the amount spent per inhabitant 
for education. And as the south is 
still behind the nation, this amounts 
to saying that she is last in the 
United. States. 

Let us look into the figures: 
Georgia spends, per inhalitant, 
$5.30 a year; Louisiana spends 
$12.18, more than twice as much; 
Florida, $9.52, or nearly twice as 

much; Virginia, $8.78; North Caro- 
lina, $8.17; Tennessee, $6.67; South 
Carolina, $6.48; Arkansas, $5.95; 
Alabama, $5.87, and Mississippi, 
$5.87. 

Are we going to let this deplor- 
able condition continue? Or are 
we going to awaken and catch up 
with the other states—or, better

GREAT WRITERS PASS. 

The death of Herbert Quick, oc- 
curring at nearly the same time as 
that of Sir Rider Haggard and Amy 
Lowell, received, perhaps, less at- 
tention than it deserved. His ser-, 
vice to literature and history and 
to the fine art of depicting western 
life as it is, was outstanding. 

Sir Rider Haggard is best remem- 
bered, perhaps, by that celebrated 
novel of extravagant imagination, 
“She,” and yet he was far more 
than a writer. He was noted as an 
agriculturalist, scientist, and suc- 
cessful business man. 

Amy Lowell’s poetry is alive be- 
cause she lived in it, writes Robert 
M. Lovett in The New Republic. 
It was her adventure and her pas- 
sion, her reality infused with ro- 
mance. In reading the creed of the 
Imagists as she wrote it, it is clear 
how it expresses point by point 
her Own nature—her absorption in 
reality, her artistic conscience, her 
love of freedom. “To use the lan- 
guage of common speech, but to 
employ always the exact word. To 
create new rhythms—as the ex- 
pression of new moods. To allow 
absolute freedom in the choice of 
subject. To present an image. To 
produce poetry that is hard and 
clear, never blurred nor indefinite.” 
Better rules for writing in general 
can not be made. This self-expres- 
sion is true of everything that she 
did. Her biography of Keats, that 
monumental work to which she 
what proved to be -her 
last years in terrific toil for 
the memory of. a~ great poet, 
full of the Same verve, the same 
eager zest, as her poetry.

equitable equalization. The legisla- 
ture is not only unwieldy by reason 
of the 160 counties, but it is un- 
democratic. Th® enactments of the 
legislature for the ‘state as a whole 
can be thoroughly unrepresentative 
of the sentiment of the state as a 
whole. That is obvious to any one 
who anal¢ses the situation. A 
county with 25,000 registered voters, 
to illustrate, has three votes in the 
house, and these three votes can be 
offset by three small counties with a 
total combined registered -voting 
Strength of less than 5,000. It is 
very evident, therefore, that the ma- 
jority rule, as representative of the 
people, does not necessarily obtain.

Taxation and Character 


Governor Walker has been making 
some exceedingly wholesome speeches 
throughout the state in the attempt 
to arouse our citizens to the vital 
need of a more inelligent and gener 
ous support of our state schonis. A 
group of unselfish and patriotic citi- 
zens have banded. themselves together 
for the purpose of striving to make 
this appeal effective. Let me ive 
just a few of the vital facts they have 
gotten together, which must aroise 
every true lover of Georgia to a sense 
of the danger which threatens our 
civilization, | 

Despite the fact that we have been 
doing some splendid work in striving 
to eliminate illiteracy, our State was 
stil] 15.3 per cent illiterate in 1920. 
A startling fact is revealed, tha* be- 
tween 1910 and 1920 there were six 
counties which acgually increased in 
illiteracy. 

Nearly one-third of the teachers In 
our public schools are forced to teach 
in one room, so that the problem of 


| grading children of varied ages makes 


efficient work impossible. ne-tenth 
of the white teachers of the state 
have only ar eighth grade education 
and a full third have less than a 
nigh school trkining. 


Each year more than 24,000 pupils 
are given less than five months edu- 
cation and $0,000 are allowed to go to 
One may 


readily see that only exceptional pu- 
pils, who are fortunate enough to 
ave exceptionally high type teach- 
ers, would have a chance of an ade- 
quate education under such condi- 
tions. But when we face the fact 
that the white teachers of the state 
average in our public schvols only 
$600 per year, while eight of our 
neighboring states pay more, how can 
we expect to attract the best trained 
personalities to such a task. 


When we turn eo our state sup- 


ported colleges the condition is not 
\mauch, if any, .better. 


The state is 


called upon to support the university, 
the State College of Agriculture, the 
Georgia School of Technology, six nor- 
mal schools, the North Georgia Agri- 
cultural college and three negro 
schools. Remember that these schools 
form almost exclusively the source 
from which we draw the teachers for 
the public schools of the state. The 
combined annual appropriation from 
the state of Georgia for these thirteen 
institutions is only $800,000. Any 
thoughtful person will instantly see 
that we are gradually starving these 
schools to death, 


Sowing and Reaping. 
The who'e nation today looks with 
udmiration at the splendid progress 
of our sister state of North Carolina. 


In material wealth; social welfare 
and general culture this state is forg- 
ing rapidly into the front ranks. of 


the leaders of civilization in our 
country.

It has come in ovedience 
to the universal law of “whatsoever 
s man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.”

So many interests 
are involve|, and these interests are 
8c complicated and inter-dependent 
that it is lifficult, without the very 
broadest kncwledge of the facts. the 
most experienced wisdom in inter 
preting those facts, and the most un 
selfish loyalty to the welfare of all 
the people, to frame a fair general 
tax law. 


Now, the first appeal whi2h the 
preacher would make has al! the 
quality of a religious appeal.

Coming from one of the leading 
newspapers of conservative New Eng- 
land, the Manchester Leader’s edito- 
ria] is. significant as indicating the 
southward trend of thought that is 
sweeping throughout the country. The 
people of the United States are having 
their attention focused as never be- 
fore upon the south and upon its mag- 
nificent possibilities in virtually all 
lines.of economic activity. It amounts 
to a — opportunity for this sec- 
tion of the country. The question that 
should concern us is: Will the south 
realize upon that opportunity? 

lt is becoMing constantly more ap- 
parent that southerners themselves 
need to have a more appreciative 
knowledge of the possibilities of their 
section of the country. To give them 
that knowledge is one of the most 
worthwhile undertakings upon which 
the influential newspapers of the 
south can engage. I congratulate you 
most heartily upon the exceedingly 


valuable work you are doing in et 
line, and I trust that your splendi 
editorial will have a wide and recep- 
tive reading. 


South’s Economie Growth. 

There has been in recent years a 
substantial strengthening of the eco- 
nomic structure of the south. Bank 
deposits have increased 233 per cent— 
from’ $1,956,000,000 to $6,515,000.- 
000—hbetween 1910 and 1923. Total 
resources of national banks have in- 
creased 543 per cent in the same pe- 
riod. The people of the south now 
carry nearly three times the amount 
of life insurance that was carried in 
the entire country 30 years ago, and 
more than one-third of it is under- 
written by southern life insurance 
companies. The total value of farm 
properties in the south has increased 
more than 300 per cent in the last 
25 years, The aggregate wealth of 


the southern states has multiplied sev- 
aaa since 1880 and four-fold since 


The explanation of this great prog- 
ress, in my opinion, is to be found in 
four underlying factors, namely: 
abundance of transportation, diversi- 


fied agricultural production, develop- 
ment of natural resources and loca- 
tion of manufacturing establishments. 


I place transportation at the head 
of the list because transportation is 
of fundamental importance. Without 
it agriculture would languish, mineral 
and timber resources would not be 


developed and industrial plants would 
be helpless. Adequate transportation 
+ all other economic activity pos- 
si 


In the economic development of the 
south the railroads of the south have 
played a striking part. They have 
been pioneers in new territory and 
their builders have spent lavishly for 
the benefit of future generations. In 
1880 there were 24,866 miles of rail- 
road in the southern states. one mile 
for every 38 square miles of land 
area. Since then railway mileage in 
the south has multiplied more than 
three and one-half times, and today 
this section is served by 90,326 miles 
of well-equipped railroad, one mile for 
every 11 square miles of land area. 
When we consider that the present 
railway mileage of the southern states 
would form 34 railroads extending all 
the way across the continent between 
Savannah and Los Angeles, we bhe- 
gin to understand the magnitude of 
the present railway facilities of the 
south. 

No part of our country is more 
advantageously located or more rich- 
ly favored for carrying on a great 
ocean commerce than the south, with 
its 3,000 miles of coast line and its 
splendid port facilities. It is grati- 
fying to note the remarkable gains 
in foreign commerce through south- 
ern ports in recent years. The value 
of foreign commerce through south- 
ern ports in 1923 was six times as 
great as in 1880 and three times as 
great as in 1900. In 1923, 23 per 
cent of the foreign ecommerce of the 
United States passed through ga 
ern ports, compared with ” 
cent in 1 

South Agriculturally Sound. 

Agriculturally the south is on a 
sounder footing today than ever be- 
fore. This improved condition is due 
principally to extensive crop diver- 
sification, greate? utilization of land 
resources and progress in dairy farm- 
ing, livestock raising and fruit and 
vegetable growing. The boll weevil 
scourge has been a blessing in dis- 
guise in many sections of the south 
by bringing cotton planters to realize 
the need of diversified cropping and 
livestock raising. ‘The southern cot- 
ton crop, representing approximately 
53 per cent of the present world pro- 
duction, hag neither diminished nor 
gained appreciably in volume in re- 
cent years and still far outehadows

value of all the farm products of the 
United States in 1900. More than 


500,000 carloads of foodstuffs are 


shipped from the southern states an- 
nually—enough to make six solid 
trains of cars reaching from Atlanta 
to Chicago. 

The remarkable progress made in 
dairy farming in the south in recent 
years is enough to make one grow 
enthusiastic over the future prospects 
of that industry. In three years but- 
ter production in the southern states 
has increased from 75,000,000 to 117,- 
000,000 pounds. Georgia has shown 
remarkable progress in dairy farm- 
ing. In 1920 almost no butter was 
produced in Georgia, and in 1923 its 
butter production amounted to 1,894,- 
000 pounds and Georgia was thirty- 
first in rank among the butter-produc- 
ing states of the country. Kentucky 
has advanced from thirty-fourth to 
twentieth place among the butter pro- 
ducing states in the last 10 years, 
Tennessee from fortieth to twenty-sec- 
ond place and Mississippi from 
thirty-seventh to twenty-seventh 
place. . 

In view of the superior climatic ad- 
vantages the soutly affords, the vast 
areas of low-priced land suitable for 
grazing and the increasing production 
of corn and other livestock foods in 
the south, the continued growth of 
cattle-raising, both dairy and beef cat- 
tle, may be safely predicted. In my a 


opinion, the possibilities of livestock s 
development in the sonth are only be- | 
ginning to be realized. 


Timber Resources. 

Another field of great opportunity 
lies in the scientific development of 
the timber resources of the south. The 
forests of that region are now ffro- 
ducing more than 15,000,000,000 feet « 
of lumber annually, approximately * 
one-half of the total lumber output of | 
the United States. At this rate the | 
forests are being depleted, and lum- 
ber production is on the decline. ‘The 
need for reforestation is urgent. One | 
hundred million acres of cutover and 
brush land are lying idle in the south 
today. A part of this idle land will 
eventually cleared for farming pur- 
poses, but a large part of it should be 
utilized in regrowing the vanishing 
forests. Owing to the mildness and 
moisture of its climate and the fer- 
tility of its soil, the south is more 
ideally adapted to the artificial culture 
of forest products than any other sec- 
tion of the country. 

The future of: the lumber industry 
and the extensive development of the 
paper industry, which has recently 
been introduced on an extensive scale, 
are dependent on restoration of the 
coniferous forests of the south. 

The rich mineral resources of the 
southern states, the development of 
which has increased with such great 
rapidity® in recent years, comprise 
another field of virtually unlimited op- 
portunity. The figures are startling. 
Production of coal has multiplied 28 
times since 1880. Production of pe- 
troleum has mounted from 179,000 * 
barrels to 368,000,000 barrels in the 
same period and now represents one- 
third of the world’s production. Pro- 
duction of iron ore has multiplied 
more than seven times. Production 
of phosphate has increased 12-foldd. 
Production of ‘sulphur has increased . 
from 3,000 tons in 1900 to more than 
2,000,000 tons in 1923. Production 
of bauxite has mounted from 23,000 
tons in 1900 to 523,000 tons in 1923. 

And yet, geologists say the surface 
has hardly been scratched ! 

Manufacturing Growth. 

One of the most striking phases of 
southern development in recent years 
has been the growth of its manufac- 
tures. It is inevitable that a terri- 
tory so rich in natural resources and 
so favorably located geographically 
should ultimately become a powerful 
industrial factor. It has an abun- 
dance of coal aud water power to gen- 
erate industrial machinery. It has 
vast quantities of iron ore, timber. 
and other raw materials. lt offers 
comparatively inexpensive industrial 
sites. It has more favorable labor 
conditions than prevail in many other 
verte of the country. All these, to- 
geth er with its excellent transporta- 
tion facilities, give the south many 
advantages as a manufacturing re- 
gion. When we see New England cot- 
ton manufacturers investing teng of 
millions of dollars annually in south- 
ern cotton mills, as they are doing at » 
present, we are witnessing an econom- 
ie readjustment of far-reaching signifi- 
cance, 

The south’s unequaled climate is 
drawing pleasure seekers in ever in- * 
creasing numbers, and many of them, » 
coming to know more than ever be- 
fore of the attractiveness of the south, 
are transferring their residences and 
business activities to this part of the 
country. ‘There is no question but 
that tourist travel will assume even 
larger proportions in the future. 
Climate is and ever will be one of 
the south’s greatest assets. So long 
as there are rigorous northern win- 
ters, the stream of winter tourist 
travel will apatinne to flow south- 
ward,

Both men {nd 
women are subject to this phobia, ahd 
it is quite distinct from the asthmatie 
seizures which some victims of that 
disease suffer when exposed to cat 
dander. Victims of ailurophobia may 
be rather fond of tigers and: other 
large cats in captivity... How these 
individuals become conscious of the 
presence of a cat when nobody else 
is aware that the cat is in the room 
or in the house is a question Dr. A 
Conan Doyle might answer.

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New York, May 30.—There is no mistaking the fact that a bad case’ 
of nerves is being developed by our rulcaed passie over = tom 
competition. President Rea, of Pennsylvania only a few weeks ago 
started Wall street talking by declaring that rapidly growing automobile 
competition was responsible for smaller earnings being reported by his 
company. Since then one railway official after another has echoed Rea’s 
statement. This week railway employ<} took it up declaring that ex- 
isting wages are involved and hence that the fight is as much theirs as 
it is representatives of stockholders and that much of the business which | 
is drifting away from the railroads could be retained if an aggressive at- 


titude is assumed. | 

“Railroad earnings statements for the month of April coming to hand 
this week show a downward trend in gross which began early in 1924. 
throughout all of 1924, to offset the falling off in gross and make a 
good showing in net, drastic cuts were made in operating expenses. But 
this cutting in operating expenses cannot be carried beyond a certain 
point without doing more harm than good. With a larger falling off in 
gross and with larger operating expenses than.a year ago, many railroads 
are making a worse showing in net than in gross. 

This shrinkage in earning power of 
the railroads explains why railway 
officials and employees are complain- 
ing against automobile competition. 
As long as there was more than 
enough business to go around the rail- 
roads welcomed automobile competi- 
tion, which prevented costly conges- 
tion. Recently, however, this com- 
petition has become alarming to rail- 
road people partly because of the vol- 
ume already reached and partly be- 
cause of the rapid increase in the use 
of -pleasure cars, motor trucks and 
busses. ; : 

Figures published this week by big 
oil interests show that between Jan- 
uary 1 of this year and May 1 the 
number of pleasure automobiles regis- 
tered in this country was 13,301,502 
with motor trucks 1,872,446, making 
the total 15,175,248. This is an in- 
crease of no less than 1,839,563 or 
13.6 per cent over the first four 
months of last year, not taking into 
consideration the increase in motor 
busses which is known to be very 
large. 

While the oil interests were pub- 
lishing the foregoing figures showing 
the rapid increase in the use of pleas- 
ure cars and motor trucks, railway 
people were getting tugether figures 
showing how pleasure cars and busses 
were affecting their passenger busi- 
ness.. For the first quarter of 1923 
railroads of the country in the eastern 
group including New Haven, Erie, 
New York Central, Lackawanna, in- 
creased their passenger earnings over 
the corresponding périod of the pre- 
vious year by 7.9 per cent.

Thus far this spring, 
few of them have had much of an 
udvapce and they run into pr<fit- 
taking reactions easily. ‘This is be- 
cause of continuous talk of a price 
war in the motor car field. t ts 
said that some companies which have 
been left out of the big business in 
ears this spring will seek to get 
more” orders through reductions on 
their cars and that others will have 
to meet these cuts. In view of the 
bullish news that has been spread 
on so many of the motor stocks, and 
the fact that the only one having a 
big advance did so almost entirely 
at the expense of a trapped skort 
interest, it would seem as if some- 
thing not so favorable may be jot 
far away. 

Rubber Stocks Heavy. 

Rubber stocks have held steady 
but there has been an unwillingness 
on the part of the leading rubber 
companies to advance tire prices for 
fear of hurting business. Some of 
the larger’ companies, also, have still 
been able to meet business with 
crude rubber bought before the re- 
cent extensive advances in prices. 
In view of the very high prices for 
crude rubber, however, it seems in- 
evitable that tire prices will be ad- 
vaneed within the next few weeks. 

Railroad car loadings have cwn- 
tinued at very high rates and there 
is no indication of a decrease in this 
regard, with all signs pointing: to an 
average above 1,000,000 cars weekly 
for the full year. Many of the rail- 
roads are showing better earnings 
than in 1924, but a few have had 
sharp decreases in income. Moror 
bus competition is reported in many 
sections, especially in territory where 
the larger part of thet raffic is short 
haul. Southern roads have been 
showing up better than most other 
sections of the country in the earn- 
ings so far in 1925 as compared with 
last year. ‘ 

General business conditions are {a- 
vyorable in the sense that there is no 
let-up in activity in sight, and employ- 
mént continues high. Some lines sre 
operating at very small profit, how- 
ever, and in many places there are 
complaints that consumers have con- 
tinued to buy only such goods as are 
immediately needed. Indications of a 
larger volume of general business in 
the fall are found in the inclination 
of many people to plan for larger wp- 
erations then and accordingly are ex- 
pected to place their own orders for 
materials q little further in advance. 
Inventories in nearly all lines have 
continued in a healthy condition. 

Copper Tone Firmer. 

While lead and some other metals 
have been advancing in price, there 
has merely been a firmer tone in the 
copper market. Conditions are sound 
and the statistical position of copper 
is good, so that it seems to be merely 
a matter of time before there will be 
a higher tendency in prices for cop- 
per metal.

When Mrs. George W. Walker, sec- 
relary of the Atlanta Symphony Or- 


chestra association and prominent in 
social and civic affairs in Atlanta, 
meets with.the International Cham- 
ber _£ Commerce in Brussels, Bel- 
gium, June 21, as a represéntafive of 
the woman’s division of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, Atlanta will 
go on record as having theh only 
woman's division of a chamber of 
commerce in the world to have a 
representative in the international 
chamber, and Mrs. Walker will be the 
first woman representative ever to 
meet with that body. The conference 
will be in session June 21-27, and 
many important matters affecting 
trade relations will be discussed. The 
American delegation will sail from 
New York June 10 on the George 
Washington, the steamer on which 
President Wilson made his memorable 
trip to the peace conference. 

After the conference, Mrs. Walker 
expects to spend the summer in Eu- 
rope, and will write the woman's di- 


vision a series of letters covering con- 
ditions affecting women in Europe. 


Last year while on a commission to 
Scandinavia, in the interest of re- 
forestation and a cooperative market- 
ing plan between America and the 
Scandinavian countries, Mrs. Walker 


was much impressed with the mur- 


velous progress in civic enterprise of 
the Swedish women under suffrage, 
although in that and other European 
countries, she says, women really 
have no economic status. ‘They are 
first, last and always—housewives, 
There is literally no place in the 
economic structure of Europe _ for 
women. 

“Sweden is the most immaculate 
country. There are no slums and no 
poor. A civic aid takes care of the 
dependent. 

“Yet in the restaurants you see 
only men eating and drinking in the 
evenings, not men and women to- 
gether. The women. stay at home. 
A casual observer can see that in this 
one phase of national life lies. the 
lesson of the entire difference between

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LEQPATRA, the —§ famous 
queen of Egypt, who killed 
herself with the bite of an 
asp, d-d not take her life be- 
‘Cause Of a heart broken by 


a disappointing love affait, but from 
a sense of religous duty—because of 
her ambition to continue a goddess 
through all eternity, and perhaps a 
more exalted one than she had been 
on earth. 


This is the new and surprising ex- 
planation of one of the most dis- 
cussed tragedies in history recenily 
presented at a meeting of the Bava- 
rian Academy of Sciences in Munich 
by Professor Spiegelberg, the distin- 
guished Egyptologist. 

His theory, which upsets ideas the 
world has held for centuries, is based 
on newly discovered Egyptian records 
and on references to Cleopatra’s 
death in an obscure work of Jose- 
phus, the Jewish historian. These 
made it clear, Professor Spiegelberg 
thinks, that Cleopatra died as she did 
because of an old Egyptian tradition 
which had taught her to believe that 


by killing herself with the bite of an 
asp she could secure a continuance 
forever of the divinity long ascribed 
to her. 


For the sake of this immorial dis- 
tinction, Professor Spiegelberg de- 
clares, Cleopatra was eager and -will- 
ing to sacrifice at once all the power 
and luxury this life held for her. And

The Egyptians, as everybody 
knows, had a very strong belief in 
life after death. Indeed, they beliey- 
ed in it so strongly that an Egyptian 
planned hws second life as carefutly 
as a inin living teday wouid provide 
for his comfort on a rai:‘read jour- 
ney. 

Food, drink, fresh garments— 


everything to make him comfortable, 
was always placed in the tomb of a 
dead man. <Antusement was even 
provided in the shape of games of 
draughts, or checkers, a pastime of 
which the Egyptians were very fond.

And in the tombs of sportsmen fig- 
ures of little hippopotanti were plac- 
ed so they could go hunting. 

The dead man* was even some- 
times given a duplicate head, so that

An amulet was also placed upon 
his breast with the following. imscrip- 
tion upon it: “Let bread be given to 
him with beer, cakes and much meat, 
upon the table of Osiris.” 

So, with everything, even his next 
meal provided for in that mysterious 
lang of the west, it was natural 
that the Egyptian should set out on 
his journey more light heartedly than 


people of. more modern natons, 
whose vision Of a future life is not. 
quite so clear. 

Cleopatra, it is said, was one of 
ihe most deep religious rulers Egypt 
ever had, and syent much time 
studying with the priests of her 
kingdom so she was well acquainted 
with all these things. 


HE shared the Egyptian belief in 
the after life, and while she was 

yet a young woman she had a mag- 
nificent mausoleum erected so that 
her ‘‘ka’’ or soul might have a fitting 
piace to repes?. 
Cleopat.a, however, seems to 
have had a mote ambitious program 


for her next life, than that of the or- 
 dinary Egypiian. She wanted to be a 


goddess in the other word and be 
worshiped forever just as Isis-Aphro- 
dite was.. This was probakly why 
she had her tomb built a3 an annex 
to the temple of the goddess. 


lt was quite natural that Cleopatra 
should have aspired to be a godess 
im the next world, as she had always 
been called a divinity in this. She 
often dressed in the robes and wore 
the “Uraeus,” the serpent head dress 
of Isis, the great deity of Egypt. 

Not only was - Cleopatra herself 
worshiped as a goddess during her 
life, but she was hailed asthe wife of 
the sun god, Amon-Ra, one of the 
oldest deities of Egypt. Her son, 
Caesarion, whom history records as 
the son of Julius Cacsar, ts represent- 
ed as the child of Cleopatra and the 
god, in 2 bas-relief sculptured on a 
temple near Thebes. 

So, having been considered a god- 
dess and the wife of a god while liv-

ing on this earth, Cleopatra wanted 
to- continue to be one after death, 
and her choice of-a serpent as the 
means of ending her life is very sig- 
nificant. 2 

It is well known that Cleopatra 
took a great Ynterest in different ways 
of committing suicide, and made a 
great many experiments as to. the 
most painless. ways of quitting life. 
She did not choose to die by the bite 
of a serpent because it was an. easy 
death, however, but because “of the 
mystic .significance in this particular 
mode of death, according to Professor 
Spielgelberg. | 

The serpent plays a very important 
part in the. Egyptian religion. In- 
deed, the serpents were supposed to 
have existed before the gods them- 
selves, and to have been present when 
the great sun-god Amon took control 
of the earth. At-one time the ser- 
pent goddess Uatchet was the chief 
deity of lower Egypt, dividing honors 
with the vulture goddess Nekhebet, 
and the king who wanted to rule the 
whote country, proclaimed himself 
“Lord of the Shrines of the Vultures 
and Uraeus.” 

Cleopatra, as a descendant of these 
goddesses, always wore on state occa- 
ions the serpent-vulture head dress 
which was a relic of their worship. 

The Egyptians, though reverencing 
serpents, were also in deadly fear of 
them. It was thought that only a 
magical charm could heal a person 
who had been stung by a scorpion. 
And an ancient story told how a ser- 
pent once killed one of the gods, 
Horus, the son of Isis. Isis, returning 
home one evening, and finding her 
son lifeless, was so overcome by grief 
she prayed the sun-god to save him. 

He sent Thout, the god of wisdom, 
who recalled him to life’ by 
a magical 
charm, but 
only those 
mortals who 
knew the 
charm could es- 
cape from 
death when bit- 
ten by a ser- 
pent. 

The Egyptian 
identified the 
god Ra with 
the sun 
they thought 
that when the 
sun set in 
the west Ra 
was drawn in 
his boat 
through the 
body of a great 
serpent who 
lay coiled at 
the mysterious gates.. They observed 
that snakes were much improved 
when they sloughed their skins, and 

no doubt they believed that a mortal

who~ could emylate the serpent 
would enter into great happiness in 
the next wearld. 

It is supposed that Cleopatra, in 
her many experiments with soothsay- 
ers and astrologers, came to be very 
deeply versed in the lore of serpents, 
and concluded that her own spirit 
would be more certain of a glorious 
future if she killed herself with an 
asp’s bite. This serpent’s venom was 
thought ‘to possess strange magical 
powers. 


“FENHE Book of the Dead’’ contains 


an incantation for turning a 
soul into the serpent god Sata, and 
it may have been that the 
queen hoped to identify her- 
self with this deity in the 
next life. 

The charm upon which 
the queen doubtless relied in 
her plans for the next world 
reads: 


“I am the serpent Sata, 
whose years. are many. 

I die, and I am born aga’n 
each day. 

I am the serpent Sata which 
dwelleth in the utter- 
most parts of the earth. 

I die, and I am born again, 

And I renew myself and 
grow young each day.”

according to _— a 
some authorities who have called her 
“the serpent of old Nile,’”’ but the 
queen, according to others, is a very 
much maligned and misrepresented 
personage. 


One of her most ardent champions 


is the Egyptologist, Arthur Pearse 
Weigall, who says: ‘‘The belief now 
current as to: Cleopatra’s influence 
upon Julius Caesar and Marc Antony 
is simply the abuse of her opponents, 
nor has history preserved to us any 
record of her life set down by any 
one who was her partisan in the great 
Strugglé in’ which she so bravely en- 
gaged herself.’’ 


Cleopatra, the historian points out, 
has come down to us as one of the 
great sirens of history, chiefly because 
of her great beauty and charm, not 
because she was in any sense a licen- 
tious character. 


While Cleopatra was still a young 
girl, Egypt was conquered by Caesar, 
who in turn fell victim to her charms, 
and lingered in Alexandria a whole 
winter when many Roman politicians 
thought he should have been at home 
looking after the affairs of the em- 
pire. - Cleopatra’s union with Caesar, 
however, while morganatic, as he had 
a wife living in Rome at-the time, 
was regarded as legal, and during her

the Tiber she was received with 
great honor by all classes of Romans, 
including the most conventional 
matrons, who would certainly not 
have greeted her so cordially if she 
had been the wanton enchantress his- 
tory makes her out. 


FTER the death of Caesar Cleo- 

™ patra’s name was mentioned in 
no more love affairs until Marc An- 
tony, Caesar’s successor, invaded 


Egypt. Antony, like Caesar, was fas- 
cinated by the beauty and bravery of 
the queen, and fell as deeply in love 
with her as the great dictator had. 


There is little doubt among modern 
historians that Antony and Cleopatra 
were married, probably in the autumn 
of the year B. C. 31, according to in- 
scriptions found on ancient coins. 
However, the love of Cleopatra and 
Antony was not such a desperate af- 
fair as most historians paint it, espe- 
cially on the queen’s side, one au- 
thority maintains, pointing out that 
so brilliant and energetic a woman as 

Prat oles thon 


Cleopatra could hardly have been in- 
fatuated long with a man of Antony’s 
weak and vacillating character. 

Many stories were told at Rome of 
the riotous dissipations in which An- 
tony and Cleopatra engaged in Cleo- 
patra’s palace at Alexandria, but the 
Romans, it must be remembered, 
liked to make a good story as well 
as anybody living nowadays. 

The conduct of Cleopatra and An- 
tony, after their defeat at the Battle 
of Actium, shows very clearly how 
different they were in character. An- 
tony, according to Roman code, 
Should have killed himself at once, 
for it was considered a great dis- 
honor to be taken prisoner by an ene- 
my. Instead, he built himself a little 
villa on a pier jutting out into the 
‘Great Harbour” and spent his days 
in what nowadays would be called 
‘cursing his luck.” 

Cleopatra, however, occupied her- 


self with religious matters, spending 
much time with soothsayers and 4as- 
trologers, the priests of those days. 
It is believed that the queen was even 
then perfecting: the method by which 
she hoped to elude her enemy, Oc- 
tavius Caesar, and make a triumphal 
entry into the next world.

HE tenth and eleventh chap- 
ters of Acts deal with an in- 
cident of vital importance to 
Peter the apostle and to the 
Christian world. His views 

as to the largeness of Christ’s mission 


underwent a radical change—they 


broadened. 


The word ‘‘breadth” is a popular 
word and describes a change which is | 


generally for the better. Narrowness 
is a sin to be deplored; it-is often the 
source of prejudice and sometimes a 
very serious obstacle to the spread _ of 
truth. To broaden out is an evidence 
of growth and should characterize all 
who increase in intelligence. | 

‘The educated man _ should be 
broader than the uneducated man be- 
cause the natural tendency of learn- 
ing is to widen the horizon and bring 
under consideration a larger variety 
of subjects. 


But the words “broad,” braden: | 


ing,” and ‘‘breadth,” like all other 
good words, are subject to abuse. 
There are few virtues that cannot be 
converted into vices and the virtue of 
broadness is no exception to Ahis rule. 
In matters of religion, the boast of 
breadth is sometimes nothing more 
than a manifestation of conceit—of 
egotism so profound that its posses- 
sor is unconscious of it.

The absurdity of such a claim is ap-

To exclude the spiritual is estimat- 


ing the worth and activity of an indi- 
vidual’s life is to ignore the largest, 
the highest and most important part. 
Measured in units of horse power, 


there are many animals that are rela-. 


tively stronger than man. When man 
is measured in units of intellectual 
power, his limitations are obvious. It 
is only when man is measured in units 


of spiritual power that he defies cal- 
culation. 

The Christian deals with man as a 
three-fold being. He cares for the 
physical and gives attention to the in- 
tellectual; but he finds man’s sover- © 
eignty in his soul and recognizes that 
the spiritual man must be in control, 


"not only as a matter of right, but in 


order to secure the best use of both 
body and mind. 


HE materialist regards man’s 

body as purely animal and be- 
lieves that the mind is a development 
that has its origin in physical forces, 
He regards religion as a superstition, 
ignoring the fact that “out of the 
The 
boast of broadness by the materialist 
and by those: who oppose religion is 
an empty boast and naturally offen- 
sive to Christians. The elimination 
of the spiritual in man is narrowness; 
it is substraction, while real broaden- 
ing is a matter of addition and multi- 
plication. 

Peter’s broadening was progress; 
it was an ascent. He was rising and 
the range of his vision ee as he 
rose. 

He was in the city of Joppa “pray- 
ing.” Here again we see prayer the 
prelude to a blessing. Prayer is the

The Relation of Theology and Science in Four Stages 


By Rev. W. P. King 


Things - New ‘and Olid About the 
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HERE is the naive supposi- 

tion of no disagreement be- 

tween the account of the 

universe in Genesis-and in 

: the book of nature. In an 

unscientific age the possibility of any 

lack of harmony was not thought of. 

The dictum of Augustine was practi- 

cally unquestioned that the Bible was 

the sufficient authority in every realm 
of thought and investigation. 


II, 


There is the dawn of modern sci- 
énce and the violent conflict of sci- 
ence and theology. There was an 
uncompromising warfare. The scien- 
tist, like Huxley, supposed that Gene- 
sis was entirely discredited and served 
no worthy purpose of any kind. The 
theologian, . like Wilberforce, sup- 
posed that science was entirely dis- 
credited because it was not Strictly 
Biblical. . The scientist demanded a 
longer time for the creative process 
than six literal days and the theolo- 
gian refused to stretch the day be- 
yond twenty-four hours. 


Hugh Miller’s question as to how 
the fossil shells came to be in the 
rocks was given the theological ex- 
planation: ‘““When God made’ the 
rocks he made the shells in them.” 


Roger Bacon was condemned on 


account of his scientific explanation 
of the rainbow. 


Galileo was compelled by ecclesi- 
astical authority to declare that the 
earth does not move around the sun, 
and left the august presence mur- 
muring, “But it does move.” 


Calovius threw out the challenge, 
‘‘Who would dare to set the authority 
of Copernicus above the Word of 
God?” The reformers would tolerate 
no science that was not in harmony 
with Genesis. Genesis was the source 


of all science, law, medicine and 
philosophy. 


Catholics and Protestants were in 
accord in this opposition to science. 


In 1751, the theological faculty of 
Paris forced Buffon to recant his 
geological views. It declared the 
fourteen propositions in his Natural 
History were reprehensible as con- 
trary to the creed of the church, The 
first of these was the theory, fully 
adopted by modern science that con- 
tinents were produced out of the sea. 
He was compelled to forswear him- 
self, ‘1 declare that 1 had no inten- 
tion to contradict the text of scrip- 
tures, that I believe most firmly all 
therein related concerning the cre- 
ation. I abandon all in my book 
respecting the formation of the earth, 


- resist the plain facts, 


and generally all which may be con- 
trary to the narrative of Moses.”’ 
Francis Bacon says of those who 
‘It is nothing 
more nor less than wishing to please 
God with a lie.” 
II. 


HERE is the attempt at a forced 


reconciliation. The order is not 
strictly chronological since there were 
sporadic efforts at reconciliation dur- 
ing the period of conflict, and there 
is some conflict during this period of 
attempted reconciliation. 


But there is a general tendency in 
this third stage among theologians 
and certain scientists to harmonize 
Genesis with science. 


The theologians found it necessary 
to adapt his belief to the growing 
conception of the earth’s antiquity. 
He desired at the same time to hold 
to the verbal inerrancy of the first 
two chapters of: Genesis and to al- 
low ff the’ geologists a stretch of time 
vast dnough to satisfy them. 

So said/ to the geologist, put 
all the time you want between the 
first and second verse of the first 
chapter of Genesis. 


This may be termed the theory 
of intervening chaos. | 


All the scientist wanted was more 


time and they were satisfied. The 


literal accuracy of Genesis and the six 
literal days were undisturbed. But 
this peace was only for awhile. 


Uniformitarianism took the place 
of catastrephism in geology. Geologie 
cal periods were no longer con- 
ceived of as separated from each 
other by chaotic cataclysms. 

William North Rice says, “The 
theory of anything corresponding to 
the chaos of the traditional interpre- 
tation of the second verse of the first 
chapter of Genesis, intervening be- 
tween the latest of past geological 
periods and the present become 
manifestly untenable.’ 

It became necessary to find some 
new schemes of reconciliation. The 
literal interpretation of Genesis must 
give place to a figurative interpre- 
tation. The theologians became 
avilling with reluctance to stretch his 
creation days to any length of time 
desired. 

This may be termed the theory of 
symbolic days. 

The theologian would make of the 
day a period of time of indefinite ex- 
tension. This was necessary to pré- 
serve the inerrancy of the Bible. An 
inerrant writer must have intended to 
say that the universe was created in 
six indefinite periods. : 

Different forms of this theory were

ODAY Georgia has a wonderful 

system of Sunday schools, dot- 
ting practically every community 
trom the mountains to the seashore, 
and providing religious education for 
nearly all who really seek it. These 
Sunday schools did not just happen, 
they were provided through the en- 
ergy, the faith and the money of the 
Christian people of the state. There 
was a day when Georgia was not so 
well provided for along this. line, 
especially in the more sparsely settled 
sections of the state, and it was in 


that early time that the incident to be 
related occurred. I give it just as it 
used to be told in church circles at 
Valdosta. 

The country around the fringes of 
the great Okefenokee swamp was be- 
ing opened up.

BABY e€oagh at the stage 
enirance is not usually men- 
tioned in the short stories, 
novels and those confessions 
so popular today, but take 
it from the doorkeepers who guard 
the stage doors of the vaudeville 
houses throughout «this ‘country of 
ours, there are more baby coaches 
than limousines lined up there! 


Vaudeville mothers, it seems to 
me have about the hardest job of 
any. Most mothers hesitate to go 
visiting with a young baby, even to 
the homes of their family, and as for 
going to a hotel with an infant, it 
would simply be out of the question. 
Now consider the mother who if she 
wishes to keep her baby with her 
must take him traveling, in and out 
of hotels, never longer than a week 


in one place. Then the problem of 


feeding the baby is not an easy one. 
lf he is beyond the nursing age, the 
mother must prepare his food with 
special care, her only stove, an elec- 
tric disc, her ice box, a bucket filled 
with ice. As for her daily washing 
the bathroom is her laundry, the wash 
basin her tubs, and cords strung 
across the room, her back yard. 

Oh, it’s not easy to be’a mother of 
the two-a-day. 


But the vaudeville mother has no 
choice. Not for her the quiet of a 
home for herself and baby. If she 
wants to keep her baby with her, 
and the majority of them do she plans 
and prepares for ten months of .one 
week stands over the country. 


Take the Ward and Dooley team. 
Perhaps ‘you have seen them; they 
are on the Keith circuit and _ their 
booking this year kept them in the 
East until the end of January; they 
will spend the rest of the season in 


“I was only too glad to know | 
was going to have a child,” said Mrs. 
Ward, ‘‘even though I fully knew 
just what it was going to cost me. 
First, | had +o stop work six months 
before little Jay was born and did 
not go back until he was more than 


two months old. Of course, during 
my absence, my husband had to get 
a substitute for me in one act.

Singing insects are the favorite 
pets of the boys and girls of Japan. 
They buy new ones every summer 


to enliven their homes with quaint 
little chirps. No canary bird is 
more loved and looked after, or 
more highly prized for its song, 
than one of these tiny insects. 

During the long summer months 
the singing insects are offered for 
Sale in all the small shops and de- 
partment stores. They are even 
bought and sold in the public mar- 
kets. In Tokyo there are many 
merchants whose whole business is 
the selling of these household pets.

He had, in the meantime, visited 
the empty tomb of his Master and 
then had talked with Him between 
His resurrection and His ascension. 
Like the other disciples, he had en- 
tered upon a crusade which has had 
no cessation during the ninteen hun- 
dred years that have elapsed since his 
day. As the leader of the disciples, 
he was ready to live for Christ or die 
for Him—and he had the honor of 
doing both. a 

When he arrived at the house of 
Cornelius, the Centurion, he found 
that the latter had received a com- 
munication which was the cause of 
their meeting. An angel had visited 


Corneltus and directed him to “send 


men to Joppa and cal for one Simon, 
whose surname is Peter.” 

ERE again we have more than 

a coincidence. Peter did not 


just “happen” in upon Cornelius at a 
time when Cornelius just “happened” 


to desire a visit from him. The meet-| 


ing was planned and planned for a 
purpose. 

It was as if two hands had been 
Stretched down from the sky and, one 
taking the hand of Peter and the 
other the hand of Cornélius, had 
brought them together. It was just 
such a plan as brought Philip and the 
Ethiopian together—just such a plan 
as has brought together multitudes of 
colaborers through whom great work 
has been accomplished. . 


Our text gives us the reason for 
Peter’s visit and the largeness of the 
The great apostle was 
to speak unto Cornelius the words 
whereby he shobid be “‘saved,”’ and 


not only Cornelius but all in his 
house. 


Again-we have brought to our at- 
tention the salvation of the famity. 
No spiritual tine is ever drawn be- 
tween the membess of a family. The 
divine plan does not single out hus- 
band or wife and ignore the other or 
save the parents and leave the chil- 
dren in bondage to sin. 

Neither- Christ nor the disciples 
were guilty of encouraging the popu- 
lar fallacy of today wherelsy the chil- 
dren are left to grow up in indiffer- 
ence on the theory that they are not 
old enough to decide fetigious ques- 
tions until they reach maturity. The 
foundations of character are laid in 
youth; statistics show that a large 
majority .of those who become pro- 
fessing Christians take the decisive 
step in youth and usually under the 
influence of parent or parents. Cor- 


~nelius was doing only the natural 


thing when he included his family in 
the salvation which he sought for 
himself. 

Returning again to the words of 
Peter, we find that as he began to 
speak of salvation to Cornelius and 
his household, “the Holy Ghost. fell 
on them, as on us at the beginning.”’ 
He recalled the word of the Lord, 
how He said that John baptized with 
water, “‘but ye shail be baptized in 
the Holy Ghost.” Then follows the 
apostle’s irresistible logic: 

“Forasmuch then as God gave 
them the like gifts as he did unto us, 
who believed on the Lord Jesus 
Christ; what was }, that | could with- 
stand God?’’ 

This is logic and it is conclusive. 
How shall we deny God’s love to 
those whom God has blessed? How 
shall we consider ourselves the only

There is the final stage of no pos- 
sible conflict betweén the Bible and 
Science. There is no need of my 
reconciliations since the Bible is not 
& scientific text book. Both science 
and religion hold their important 
places in human life, but they belong 
to different spheres of life. Dr. 
John Watson says, ‘There ean be no 
conflict between biology and the 
Good Samaritan; between zoology 
and the Prodigal Son; between 
astronomy and ‘God- so loved the 
world,’ and between paleontology - 
and ‘Our. Father “Who art in 
heaven.’ ” 

The language of the creatien ac- 
count belongs rather-to poetry than 
to prose. It is not a.treatise on sci- 
ence, but a hymn of praise. No rec- 
onciliation ig necessary between sci- 
ence and the Bible when we under- 
stand the distinctive purpose of each. 

This position of no possible an- 
tagonism is the position toward which 
| believe enlightened Christianity is 
moving with all the force of a tidal 
wave. It is from this true standpoint 
that our scientific difficulties vanish.
